The duchess -has several pretty 
daughters. The eldest was Princess 
Marie, with whom this history is 
chiefly concerned. She married in 1893, 
when less than 18, the Crown Prince 
Ferdinand of Roumania, the nephew 
of King Charles of Roumania, whose 
wife is the poetess, Carmen Sylvia. 

Prince Ferdinand’s engagement to 
he Princess Marie ended the Vacares- 
co intrigue that nearly cost his uncle 
his throne. The prince accepted a wife 
as a political necessity, but he was still 
in iove with Helene Vacareseco. The 
beauty of the Princess Marie did not 
touch him. 

Helene Vacaresco, a Roumanian lady 
of ancient Roman descent and very 
solid charms, was a maid of honor to 
Queen Elizabeth, better known as 
Carmen Sylvia. The queen adored her 
and encouraged her husband’s yorrg 
nephew and heir in his attentions t: 
the maid of honor. She announced 
publicly that the marriage would take 
place, and through her secretary in- 
dulged in poetical rhapsodies on this 
union of youth, love and beauty. 

The promised marriage raised a 
storm in Roumania, and Carmen Sylvia 
was compelled to leave the country. 
King Charles needed all his wits and 
energy to save his kingdom from. 
being summarily turned into a repub- 
lic. He made it clear that there would 
be no marriage between Prince Ferdi- 
nand and Helene Vacareseo. At the 
same time he looked for a ‘suita ia 
partner for the prince, and found the 
Princess Marie of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 

The prince did not love his wife and 
did not conceal the fact. He continued 
his devotions to Mlle. Vacaresco, and 
when she was removed he found con- 
golation elsewhere. 


The princess grieved at first and 


then thought it would be better to for-` 


get her love and be indifferent. 

Soon she realized that her husband 
was little more than a well-fitting uni- 
form and an empty head. To distract 
her thoughts more completely frorn 
him she had two children, Prince Carol, 
born in 1898, and Princess Elizabeth, 
born in 1894, to look after, :

When the social resources of 
Roumania palled on her she would pay 
visits to the not distant city of Vien- 
na, called the harem of Europe. 

She also passed much time in the Ri- 
veria.

A princess of such beauty and such 
lineage who deigned to enter into the 
amusements of the gay and reckless 
throng at Monte Carlo soon gained pop- 
ularity and notoriety as well. 

All the time she was growing more 
charming to the eye. She is only 23 
today, and the full flower of her beauty 
is only beginning to bloom: 

Suddenly the heart and mind of the 
not overindulgent Prince Ferdinand 
underwent a change.

FLORAL DEGORATIONS BEST. 


NOTHNG MORE REFINING OR 
ARTISTIC THAN FLOWERS. 


Rightly Called “Heaven’s Messengers,” 

They Brighten and Cheer a Room 

With Their Beauty and | 
Fragrance. 

There is no more artistic decoration 
than flowers; they give the note of re- 
finement even toa room that seems 
otherwise impossible, and they cheet 
and brighten as no other dumb things 
can. Somebody has called them “‘hea- 
ven’s messengers.” And yet there is 
one melancholy thing about them, says 
an- exchange—their .,transientness. 
Preachers have a way of noticing it 
and pointing a moral, and the average 
woman sighs—because brief staying 
charms make flowers an expensive lux- 
ury. l 

Flowers treated properly can last 
and look well even after 
thus taking from them their only re- 
proach, and rendering them possible 
pleasures for the poorest. Every night 
take them out of the vases and thor- 
oughly rinse the stalks under the tap, 
removing with the fingers any decom- 
posed matter. Then place them to 
bed for the night in a basin of strong 
soapsuds. 

Be careful not to allow any water 
to touch the blossoms, as this only 
fades them. The soapsuds supply a 
certain amount of nourishment. 

In the morning, rinse the stalks un- 
der water again, and as each blossom 
is arranged for the day in the vase of 
fresh water snip off the tiniest possi- 
ble portion of the stalk with a pair of 
scissors. Always carefully trim away 
any faded portion. Food for the day 
is supplied by sulphate of ammonia, a 
small quantity of which can be bought 
from the chemist for a few pence. 

If he knows his business he will be 
able to tell you that sulphate of am- 
monia contains all the properties of 
good manure for keeping the blossoms 
alive. A few drops in each vase is 
quite sufficient; indeed, if you use the 
soapsuds at night, as well as the sul- 
phate of ammonia in the day, some 
intervals must be spent by the flowers 
in nothing but clear cold water. It is 
possible to kill with kindness. 

Put the flowers at night into some 
dark, cool place, say a scullery or pan- 
try, as it is not good either for the 
flowers or the household that. they 
should remain altogether in the living 
rooms. 

To revive flowers put them into 
warm salt water, to which has been 
added a few drops of sulphate of am- 
monia. 

To keep a Spray of arranged flowers, 
place on damp cotton wool under a ba- 
sin. This keeps the air away and pre- 
serves the blossoms. The fragile, del- 
icate maidenhair fern is best treated in 
this way.

FEELING OF BEING STARED AT. 


A Psychologist Who Says That It Is Ali 
Nonsense. 


in the world that seem to find no bet- 


tions about things, says the New York 
Tribune. Here, for instance, is Prof. 
E. B. Tichener, of Cornell university, 
who discusses in a letter to Science the 
| widespread belief that a person sitting 
quietly in an audience occasionally 
becomes aware that he or she is the 
object of scrutiny, and on looking 
about, finds that this is true. The 
Cornell expert declares that there are 
some facts underneath the supposition, 
but that the facts have been misinter- 
preted. That’s only a polite way of 
saying: that people are awfully mistak- 
en, In the first place, it is pointed out 
that a nervous disposition to turn 
around in one’s seat, glance over one’s 
‘shoulders, and perhaps fumble the 
back hair is a common trait of many 
well-bred as well as many ill-bred folk. 
In the second place, it is argued that 
in any large and well-filled auditorium 
there will always be several persons 
so seated as to be looking, naturally 
and not by design, toward the spot 
where any individual might be. 
sequently, if the individual turns 
around and begins to survey the house, 
he can not fail to catch the eye of some 
one, who will thus appear to have sin- 
gled him out. The muscles are always 
under more or less unconscious strain 
that calls for some sort of motion to 
secure relief. It is this that deludes 
a person into the belief that he “must” 
turn about in his chair. Prof. Tichener 
insists that such compulsion is no 
more mysterious than the disposition 
to turn one’s ear so as better to catch 
a sound. That this Cornell person is 
a heartless wretch as well as a hard- 
ened skeptic is evident from the cold- 
blooded way in which he presents his 
final plea. He asserts that he has ex- 
perimented with a lot of people that 
pretended vo be sensitive to the gaze 


of other persons, or to be able thus to
